Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Counsel and the Examiner discussed the recently submitted request 
for reconsideration and the rejections of record. The Examiner stated that the art was still seen as applicable to the 
claims because the Sakashita reference shows that the number of particles at 5 microns or less is 17 % by number, at 
the lower limit, and that the number of particles at 4 microns or less would have to be smaller than the number at 5 ' 
microns or less. This reasonably suggests number % of particles within the claimed range, particularly at the upper 
limits. The Examiner noted that the specification uses a narrower range for the particles at this size (see Table 1, p. 
37), but the Examiner could not commit to allowance of claims specifying this narrower range. The evidence of record 
was discussed, but the Examiner stated that the evidence was not persuasive for the toner claims because the claims 
are only directed to the toner and not to the article produced or the method of use as presented in the method claims. 
No agreements were reached.. 
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
